Our betrayal of China marked the end of 
our long-time policy of the Open Door in China, 
which, together with the Monroe Doctrine, had 
long been the cornerstone of American foreign 
policy. 

If it had been in our vital interest to betray 
China, some argument, however ignominious, 
might have been raised by some in its favor. 
But it was not in any sense in our interest. It 
was-in disregard of every American interest. 

~The same alien element forced us to adopt 
the policy of “unconditional surrender” toward 
both Seen and Japan, secon such un-

‘policy she both Germany and Japan which 

‘otherwise could have been reconstructed and 
made effective barriers to Communism. 

It ordered the American army to retire 
over 100 miles over land taken by our troops 
‘from the Germans, in order that Soviet Russia 
might occupy Berlin and much of the best of 
Germany. This like other travesties and 
treacheries has never been explained. 

This alien element fathered the Nuremberg 
Trials, vehement and vindictive in their incep- 
tion and in their carrying out, and which, 
should the United States ever be defeated in 
war, will be the precedent for the hanging of 
every important American official, from the 
President down. It-led “to the betrayal by us 
of the leaders of a huge Russian military force 
who surrendered to American troops and who 
were turned over by us to certain punishment 
at the hands of Soviet Russia. 

This same influence led us to the setting up 
of the United Nations—an utter failure so far 
as any interest of the American people is con- 
cerned, but entirely understandable as the tool 
of the internationalists. 

America, A Puppet of Stalin 

In Regard to Spain 

_ This same alien influence persuaded the 
United Nations, this time at the instance of 
Stalin himself, to call upon the United States 
and other Governments to withdraw Ambass- 
adors from Spain. Yet Spain is the one large 
country on Continental Europe that has de- 
feated Communism and held it under complete 
control. She would be the strongest ally the 
United States could have in Europe. 

This same alien influence permitted or ord- 
ered the destruction by ruthless force of liter- 
ally billions of dollars of American military 
materiel, including airplane engines, precision 
instruments and even Watches. It sold at the 
merest fraction of value or gave away. other 
billions of materiel. And much of this materiel

Christian printer to make further business with 
his firm impossible. When this goal was reach- 
ed, in 1947, the faction engaged in practices 
which caused Mr. McGinley to dispute its total 
billings. A long legal battle ensued, and is still 
in progress. 

With another court hearing scheduled with- 
in a week of the date in question, at which the 
case might have produced a fair and just decis- 
ion, the hostile faction moved to active force. 
On the afternoon of June 17th, a Friday, two 
Jews, later identified as Alfred Greenberg and 
Harry Coplon, Union County Deputy Sheriffs, 
walked unannounced thru the door of the build- 
ing which serves as the headquarters for COM- 
MON SENSE. Without identifying themselves, 
without producing badges or other credentials, 


_ and without performing lawful service of any 


kind of writ, they informed Mr. McGinley that 
they had come to execute a levy, and that his 
personal as well as business property was to be 
removed from the premises. Se menacing was 
the approach of these men, and so suspicious 
were their actions, that a girl worker, on duty 
at the time of their entrance, fled from the 
building in terror. 

When his questions obtained no satisfactory 
explanation of their presence, McGinley started 
for a telephone located in the adjoining room. 
When he was followed by one of the raiders, he 
turned about and walked toward the door to the 
street. Realizing that he was alone, without 
witnesses or protection in case of assault, he 
had decided to use an outside telephone for con- 
tacting his attorney and co-workers. 

As McGinley approached the door, the man 
later identified as Coplon stepped in front of 
him, as if to block his exit. As you or I would 


do under the same circumstances, McGinley 


pushed him aside in passing. , Greenberg, still 
without divulging his identity, stepped from his 
position at the door, where he had motioned to 
Attorney Dvorin, and declared that McGiniey 
‘was now under arrest.

(Editor’s Noté: If I have any good qualities, I 
am indebted to several who took the trouble and 
pains to influence me in the early years of my 
life. I am particularly grateful to'a wonderful 
mother, kind and humble, but courageous in all 
respects, referred to by many as a saintly, sweet 
woman who benefited all with whom she came 
in*contact. She, with three Catholic Sisters were- 
the first to teach in Indian territory, and made 
dresses to replace the blankets worn by the In- 
dian girls. My mother, Katherine Fritch McGin- 
ley died at the age of 91, on April 23rd, and as 
a tribute to her loving memory, I quote below 
the remarks of the Priest at her funeral.) 

“He that shall persevere unto the end, he 
shall be saved.” (Matthew, Chapter 10, verse 
22) 

Perseverance is a grace, a grace not given 
to everyone, a grace which God does not give 
_unless it is asked for. “Ask and ye shall re- 
ceive. Seek and ye shall find. Knock and it 
shalt be opened unto you.” ’ 

In any life we always have the cross. Our 
beloved deceased, hére, lived a long and rich 
life. She learned to carry the cross. She ac- 
quired patience in carrying her crosses. She 
learned to love the cross. She said her morn- 

‘ing and evening prayers, her grace before and 
after meals. She meditated daily. She knew 
that there is a God. She knew that there are 
three divine Persons in God: the Father, the 
Son and the Holy Ghost; and that the Second 
Person of the Blessed Trinity came down and 
became Man. 

She could say, with the great Saint Paul, 
“I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith. As to the 
rest, there is laid up for me a crown of justice, 
which the Lord the just judge will render to 
me in that day,” for I believe in the resurrec- 
tion of the body: one day this body will rise 
glorious and immortal-from the tomb, to be 
reunited with my soul, to enjoy God for all 
eternity. 

_ As she spent this long span on our earth 


ine has given us a great example of what a- 


grand thing it is to think. We need more think- 
ers. Our whole land is suffering now because 
so many do not think. 

She sang. From the time she learned to 
speak she began singing; she was singing after 
her ninetieth year; she sang for hours on her 
last day on earth. 

She wrote poetry. And by reason of the 
thought which she has expressed in this poem 
that I have had the privilege of reading, I 
should like to read it this morning. She has 
called it 

OUT OF THE SILENCE 
The most profound and perfect silence ever 
held 
He held, amidst the most tumultous rabble. 
The hour before the greatest victory ever won 
Was spent midst jeers and tortures of the evil. 


When e’en the worst of us doth face death’s 
hour 

Around us loved ones doth apply all known 
endeavor 

To cheer the heart and fill our parting thoughts 

With loyal words and deeds of love, death 
cannot sever; 

But He, the Lord of heaven and of earth, 
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Who all celestial and terrestrial gifts. hath 
given, 

Didst die bereft of every gift of earth 

And, seemingly, of every gift of heaven. 


Then, though His peace at all times may be 
sought, 

Yet ours it may be to embrace, with Him, 

The hour in Gethsemane—and even on the 
cross 

Perceive His graces, strength and love but dim. 


But Oh the Resurrection! Thank God for this!

Socialized Medicine 


“Oscar R. Ewing is head of the Federal Se- 
curity Administration and one of the biggest 
promoters of “socialized medicine’ as a first 
move toward regimentation of the medical 
profession and all who need medical treatment. 


Although he draws a salary of $12,000.00 


(government supported) Saint Elizabeth Hos- 
pital in The District of Columbia to provide 
him with a man cook for some kind of special 
dining establishment which he maintains in his 
office building (probably at government. ex- 
pense for food eté.) but to keep this cook on 
the hospital payroll. In other words, not hav- 
ing any place in his budget for a cook, he stole 
this cook’s salary from the hospital inmates— 
whose patients, at leact for the greater part, 
are insane and need every nickle for attendants 
which can. be scratched together. 

In January or February of 1949 (and may- 
be also at other times earlier) Ewing spent 
several days undergoing treatment in the hos- 
pital of The Coast Guard and Merchant Marine 
(at Bethesda, Maryland?) at government ex- 
pense, and illegally. Namely he again stole 
from the government and people of the United 
States the cost of his bed, board, and treat- 
ment there. : 

Duriag March, Ewing spent some three or 
four weeks again in the same hospital with a 
shift of three nurses in attendance around the 
clock, as well as an operation, bed, board, and 
medicines etc. After being exposed by Fulton 
Lewis, Jr. this crook announced that he had 
paid $9.50 per day for his treatment. Even if 
he paid such, however, after his fraud had 
been exposed he paid only a small part of what 
he actually cost the taxpayers;—the salaries 
of three-nurses alone is much more. 

As head of the Federal Security Adminis- 
tration Ewing is custodian of the Social Secur- 
ity fund (old age pensions, etc.) which is de- 
ducted from workers payrolls, and 
should now amount to some eleven to thirteen 
billion dollars. Actually, according to one of 
Fulton Lewis, Jr’s recent broadcasts, the only 
money actually in this fund’ at the moment is 
that currently being paid in by persons cover- 
ed by the fund. The entire dozen or so billions 
paid in over the years since the Security Ad- 
ministration was established has been spent on 
salaries of the employees of the Administra- 
tion or else for other expenses of government 
not even related to Social Security, much for 
propaganda to perpetuate the New Deal. 

Yet this same Oscar Ewing is the man who 
would socialize medicine under his administra- 
tion. Why does no member of Congress call 
this fiend to agcountability ?

Ex-President Hoover in his Report on the 
military budget said: :

fin the United States, we have today a Federal. 


debt of 250 billions and a Federal budget of near- 
ly 42 billons, but which may reach 50 billions 
before the present session of Congress is over. 
We have laws without number to regiment the 
people and to supply soft, useless jobs for hund- 
reds of thousands of bureaucrats. And we find 
representatives of this alien-minded element in 
vital and cushy jobs in every department of Gov- 
ernment, in numbers far out of proportion to 
their part of the population. 

And now this same alien force is demand- 
ing— 

That we extend “Social Security” to 20 mil- 
lion more people at an added cost of several bil- 
lions a year; that we adopt socialized medicine, 
though Britain’s socialized medicine seems a 
failure from the standpoint both of physician 
and patient. That we extend the so-called re- 
ciprocal trade treaties, which in som@what sim- 
ilar form have been on our statute books for fif- 
teen years and have largely destroyed the Amer- 
ican watch industry, and have weakened others 
and have been one of the principal causes of this 
present recession. 

That we restore the iniquitous Wagner Act 
in place of the Taft-Hartley Act, though under 
the former we had a continual succession of 
strikes and sabotage, and under the latter we 
have had vastly improved conditions. 

And Congress has already (authorized 
five and a_half billion dollars for ECA 
but not yet appropriated), although Spain, 
whose friendship and good will would do more 
for us than any other country on Continental 
Etrope, is still left out; and although Britain 
and France, the two principal beneficiaries of 
ECA appropriations, have not only socialized 
Governments and tremendous numbers of 
Communist Party membérs, but Treaties of 
Alliance and Mutual Assistance with Soviet 
Russia which, if they mean anything, would 
preclude them from joining with the United 
States against. Soviet Russia. Moreover both 
Britain and France and other beneficiary na- 
tions are constantly shipping war materiel, 
paid for by the American taxpayers to the

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WASHINGTON, May 25—In a letter ad-. 
dressed to his colleague, Representativé John 
Bell Williams (D. Miss.), the Hon. John §S. 
Wood (D. Ga.), Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities today stated 
that the body which he heads does not hold the 
NATIONALIST ACTION LEAGUE, publicly 
libeled by the U. S. Attorney General’s Office 
on April 27th, to be either subversive or Fas- 
cist. 

Acting upon a request made by the 
League’s Director, W. Henry MacFarland, Jr., 
Representative Williams took steps to ascer- 
tain the possibility of his being accorded a. 
hearing before the Committee which has for 
years acted as the watch-dog of American Lib- 
erty. In his reply, Chairman Wood included 
the COMMITTEE FOR NATIONALIST AC- 
TION, a group preceding the establishment of 
the presently functioning League, as another 
organization not cited by the Committee as be- 
ing guilty of wrongdoing. 

In the meanwhile, Mr. MacFarland’s plea 
for a full public hearing before the Justice De- 
partment was flatly rejected by the U. S. At- 
torney Generel, Tom Clark, who also refused, 
in a communication sent thru the Office of his 
Assistant, Mr. Peyton Ford, to officially define 
the terms “subversive” and “Fascist” as these 
were used in the list released on April 27th. 

In an immediate reply to Clark’s refusal to 
grant a fair review, MacFarland challenged the 
Attorney General to take immediate steps for 
the issuance of a federal warrant incorporat- 
ing the allegations made, in order to bring the 
issue before a judge and jury and provide the 
NATIONALIST ACTION LEAGUE with an 
opportunity of defending itself at the bar of 
American justice. Se 

According to Clark and his Department, ac- 
tion has been taken under the terms of Execu- 
tive Order No. 9835, which permits the Attorn- 
ey General to brand American organizations as 
subversive, without granting their officers or 
members an opportunity to publicly refute 
such charges. 

A request for a hearing before the Presi- 
dent’s Loyalty Review Board has thus far gone 
unanswered. According to Internal Security 
Chief, William Foley, it was the Chairman of 
this Board, Mr. Seth Richardson, who acted to 
make publie, thru the press and other sources, 
the list stigmatizing the COMMITTEE FOR 
NATIONALIST ACTION and the NATION- 
ALIST ACTION LEAGUE. , 

In his latest reply to the Attorney General, 
Mr. MacFarland stated his belief that Mr. 
Clark has mis-used his powers as a Cabinet 
Official to libel and repress groups of Ameri- 
cans who are lawfully opposed to the Adminis- 
tration. of which he, ‘Clark, is a part.

- . A- struggle thereupon ensued, in which the 
deputies attempted to prevent the editor of 
COMMON SENSE from reaching a telephone. 


Resisting efforts to handcuff him without iden- - 


tifying themselves or stating their charge for 
arrest, McGinley was able, after a desperate 
effort,-to reach his attorney, to whom he made 
his plight known. Even during this conversa- 
tion, there_were attempts made to interrupt his 


communication. One of the raiders, close enough . 


to the mouth-piece of the telephone to be heard 
on the opposite end, kept asking McGinley: 
“Why are you making trouble for us.” The ob- 
vious intent was to convince McGinley’s at- 
torney that his client was resisting proper and 
lawful arrest, or interfering with the service 
of a writ, which was untrue. 

It was not until after these actions had 
transpired that the Union police were notified, 
and not until they arrived that McGinley was 
finally shown the latter’s badge, thereby learn- 
ing that this one Jew, at least, was truly a Un- 
ion County Deputy. 

McGinley arrived at the police station with 
a previously injured wrist swollen and bleeding. 
This injured wrist had borne the agonizing 
abuse of a handcuff, at which Deputy Green- 
berg had for more than twenty minutes pulled 
and hauled in his efforts to keep McGinley from 
getting to a telephone. 

The raid had all the appearances of a well 
planned and executed affair. From what fol- 
lows, the reader will no doubt agree with this 
observer, that the purpose was not to execute 
a lawful levy or, as it has since been claimed, to 
serve a writ of execution, but rather to devel- 
op a situation in which the pretext might be 
found for removing McGinley from his prem- 
ises, in order to exercise an unlawful Search. In 
support’ of this conclusion, the following ques- 
tions seem interesting: 4. 

- Firstly, if the intent of the raid was to serve 
a writ, why did the two Jewish deputies, and 
the Jewish attorney under whose instructions 
they acted, not advise the local Union police (a 
customary courtesy in cases of this kind), so 
that one of these could have accompanied the 
raiding party? Then there would have been no 
misunderstanding. 

Secondly, if the intent of the raid was to 
serve a writ, why did the deputies not properly 
identify themselves upon entering on McGin- 
ley’s property, so that he might know that they 
represented a legal body, rather than a group 
determined upon harming him or damaging his 
property? 

Thirdly, if the intent of the raid was to serve 
a writ, why did the deputies fail to produce it 
for service? As it was, they left behind a legal 
paper, which was found only after McGinley 
had returned from the police station. 

Fourthly, if the intent of the writ was to 
seize valuable assets in satisfaction of a judge- 
ment, why did the raiders threaten to remove 
all personal belongings while ignoring business 
equipment worth hundreds of dollars, and while 
finally removing from the premises only a type- 
writer and the addressograph-correspondence 
files, the latter of which have cash value only 
to such groups as the Anti-Defamation League, 
the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League, the 
Friends of Democracy, or the Soviet secret 
police? . 

Fifthly, if the intent of the raid was in the 
least way lawful, why did Deptuy Greenberg 
compel McGinley to go with him to police head- 
quarters, while permitting Deputy Coplon and 
attorney Dvorin who was not an officer of the 
law, to remain upon McGinley’s premises during 
his absence? This action was wholly and un- 
questionably illegal and no doubt planned. Mc- 
Ginley. had every right to refuse’ to leave the 
building “until it was properly. padlocked. It 
should alse- be noted that attorney Dvorn, who 
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maneuvered the raid, was found upon McGin- 
ley’s premises upon his return from police 
quarters. With him was an unidentified Jew 
whom Dvorin advised to conceal his identity 
These - two 
men, with Deputy Coplon, had free access to 
office files for a full 45 minutes. 

As a favorable fate would have it, McGinley 
was not detained for the lengthy period of time 
upon which the raiders had possibly counted. 
He arrived back at his office in time to prevent 
any wholesale rifling of his files, which might 

‘have been accomplished had he remained absent 
for a longer period of time. He was also able to 
demand and obtain a generally itemized receipt 
for the equipment and files confiscated, 
although not in the specifie detail warranted 
under the circumstances. 


AFTERMATH 


The raid was executed late on a Friday, at 
a time when counter-action in the courts would 
be rendered almost wholly impossible, due to 
the approaching week-end. On the following 
Monday, however, McGinley’s attorney, John 
A. Matthews, Jr., of Newark, secured an injunc- 
tion, restraining the Zionist, Dvorin, from caus- 
ing the removal of McGinley’s seized property 
from the safety of the Union County Court 
House where they are impounded. 

On Tuesday evening, McGinley was official- 
ly served with a warrant charging him with 
having committed assault and battery upon a 
law-enforcement officer, and with interfering 
with the service of a writ and its execution. 


Recalling that the alleged assault and bat- . 


tery and interference took place on the preced- 
ing Friday afternoon, and that the arresting 
officer appeared with McGinley in his custody 
at Union police headquarters at that time, one 
is compeHed to ask why the deputy failed to 
prefer his formal charges at that hour, rather 
than permitting at least three days to elapse 
before taking this action, Serious-minded ob- 
servers, noting that all four participants in the 
action against COMMON SENSE are Jewish, 
have suggested the possibility of this time hav- 
ing been allowed for consultation with the Anti- 
Defamation League, perhaps at its closely- 
guarded headquarters in New York City, where 
the future course of action may have been 
planned. . 

The warrant was served at approximately 
9:30 P.M. As the planners no doubt realized, 
the magistrate could not be reached at such an 
hour, and McGinley was compelled to remain in 
the Union jail overnight. The following morn- 
ing he was arraigned and released in the after- 
noon in $1,000 bail for the Grand Jury, which 
sits next in September.
